N Tuefday laft the Legifature met purfuant 
O to a jaw for that purpole, when the houle of 
Atlembly chofe Jonn Warrs, Efq. Speaker ; 
Jonw MsKesson, Efq. Clerk; Roserg Hun- 
rer, Serjeantat Arms; and Ricuarp Ten 
Eyck, Door Keeper. 

A meffige was feat from the Affembly to His 
Excellency the Governor, thet the Houfe had met, 
and were ready to proceed to bufinefs. 

The ufual committees at the opening of the 
fefion were appointed. 

‘Lhe Governor fent a mefinge, by his private 
fecretary, that he was ready to meet the Legiila- 
twrein the Affembly Chamber, where the Senate 
alfo attended —Ihe Governor then met them 
there, and delivered the following 

S°P E -& C: dA. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and Aff mbly, 

THE preient meeting, being im puriuance of a 
Law of the laftfeffion, autherifing you to appoint 
KleQtors of a Prefideat and Vice Prefideat of the 
United States ; this important bufiacfs wil! confe- 
quently emgage your immediate attention, efpeci- 
ally as farther Legiflative-previion will be ‘arcel- 
fary on this fubject, owing t@ the eftablifhment of 
of a ratio of reprefentation, different from one 
contemplated by that law. 

As the period of the ttated annual meeting of 
the Legiflature wi!! foon arrive, economical confi- 
derations will fufficiently recommend the expedi- 
ency of compleating the public bufinefs previous 
to an adjournment. The fetilement of our con- 
telted boundaries, the digeft of our laws, the ar- 
rangement of our finances, and the othér various 
falutary regulations, which fince the conclafion of 
the war have occupied the attention of the Legif- 
lature, being happily accomplifhed, your prefent 
deliberations will neceflarily be confined toa few 
objefts. At this time I have therefore only to 
mention to you the neceflity of providing for the 
ele&tion of Members of the Houfe of Reprefenta- 
tives of the United States, agreeably to our late 
apportionment, The carferming our Militia efa- 
biifhment to the regulations recently enaéted by 
Congreis, and the revifion and amendment of 
fach of our laws, as may from experience have 
been found obicure and defective. 

{ have direfled the annual reports, and other 
papers that may be neceffary for your information, 
to be prepared ard Inid before yon; and if in the 
courte of the feflion any thing thould occur requi- 
ring Legiflative interpofition, it fhall be commu- 
nicated to you by meflage. 

While the mlsforcanes which fome of our ffter 
fates fuffer by the depredations of tavace ere- 
nies, are greatly to be lamented, our unfeigned 
thanks are due to divine providence for an exemp- 
tion trom fo great a calamity, In the recefs, an 
atrocious murder of a chief of ooe of the Indian 
nations refiding within our jerifdiction, threaten- 
ed in fome degree an eure of that harmony 
which has hitherto fo bappily prevailed ; bur, 
from the papers which wiil be communicated to 
you, you will perceive that the meafures adopted 
on the occafion have preferved their confidence in 
the juttice of government and prevented any e- 
vil effects trom that dilagreeable circumflance.

in the Thailleries to Convention Hall, formerly 
the fea of the aational aflembly. They frit pro- 
ceeded to the choice of a Prefident, which fell 
nem. con. on Mr. Petion, the mayor of Paris; 
and after fome trifl: ing converiation having taken 
place, a member rofe up and moved the total A- 
BOLITION or MONARCHY in France for e- 
ver, which was univeriaily and reserately ap- 
plauded fzom all parts of the boule, and unmeds- 
ately conftituted into a law. ‘lhe wext was the 
lufpention of all judicial appoiniments, and that 
the people fhould appoint their own jucges de no- 
vo.—Mr. Thomas Paine, by his interpreter M. 
Goupilleau, requeited the affembly to appoint a 
commitiee to bring up a report on that fubjeét, as 
ignorant and vicious people might poflibly iatro- 
duce themielves io thoie emp!oyments, without 
precautions were taken toprevencthefame. ‘lhe 
motion, however, ins priavtive itate, pailed. 
The Convention then adjourned ull mit O&. 
The Duke of Bruofwick’s army |. y berore Cha- 
lens, head-quarters of Gen. Dumourier. 


Capt. Gooch, of the fchooner Abigail, of Bof- 
ton, arrived at Philadelphia the ft ioflant, from 
Malaga, after a pallage of 30 days. ‘The Abi- 
gail has been only out from Bolton about 12 weeks 
and has touched at three European ports, Lifbon, 
Malaga and Gibraltar, In his poflage hese, Cup- 
tain Gooch {poke a brig commanded by Captain 
S:out, belonging to rh add out 10, days, bound 
to Cape-Francois, 1:h O&tober. When Captain 
Gooch was at Gibraltar, on the 2gth of Sept. latt, 
he was informed by a refpectable merchant, Mr. 
Anderfon, that he had that day received feveral 
letters from France, containing very interefting 
intelligence—that the combined armies had been 
engaged in a general action with one of theFrench 
atmies 5 the eaemhy confifted’of tpwards of F0,0c0 
men; the number of French was not mentioned. 
The flaughter on both fides was very préat, and 
the battle terminated in favour of the Patriots— 
for the enemy was forced to retreat and the French 
kept the field. ‘It was {aid the enemy expected to 
be reinforced by.a junction with the Rofian troops. 
Tt wasalfo mentioned, that the King of Spain was 
raifing troops, and intended to fend an army of 
60,000 men tojoin the concertof Princes. The
